Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1950. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  both  pulmonary 
and  non-])ulmonary,  was  slightly  less  than  in  194-9.  Study  of 
the  records  for  this  and  past  years  does  not  suggest  that  any 
particular  occupation  or  type  of  housing  is  related  to  the 
cases.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  the  pulmonary 
cases  were  adnitted  to  hospitals,  the  average  time  between 
notification  and  admission  was  days,  this  seems  a 

sufficient  comment  in  itself  on  the  suggestions  one 
sometimes  reads  as  to  undue  delays, 

V/hooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  but  mostly  mild 
and  caused  no  deaths.  No  satisfactory  method  of  prevention 
is  yet  Sivailable,  but  trials  have  been  going  on  in  largo 
towns  under  official  arrangements. 


The  dvsentery  cases  v/oro  of  the  mild  sonnet  fypej 
troublcsomo  but  very  rarely  dangerous,  and  usually  spread 
by  carriers  who  do  not  shov/  any  signs  of  illness.

It  is  true  that  in  Clayton- I e-Moors 
we  have  not  had  cases  of  food  poisoning,  but 
campaigns  of  this  kind  are  intended  rather  to 
remind  us  of  possible  dangers,  and,  so  to  spealc, 
to  keep  stable  doors  closed  before  the  horses 
escaLpe, 


I thank  you.  Lire  Chairman  and  the 
Committee,  for  your  interest  throughout  the  year, 
and  I thanlc  the  Cleric  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  their  co-operation.  The  figures  in  the  report 
spealc  for  themselves  of  the  large  volume  of  work 
carried  out  by  ivlir.  Bridge,  and  show  over  how  wide 
a field  his  activities  range.

The  School  Clinics  continued  as  usual  at  Rishton 
comprising  Minor  Ailments,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic  and 
Dental  Clinics.  Unfortunately,  no  dental  officer  was 
avciilable  tliroughout  the  year. 

Immunisation  Clinics  were  held  regularly  at  the 
Welfare  Centre. 
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Hospitals. 

No  Hospitals  or  Registered  Nursing  Homes  existed 
■within  the  Urbaji  District. 

Health  Educa-tion. 

The  services  outlined  above  are  available  to  all 
and  are,  generally  speaking,  well  used.  Efforts  are  made 
to  secure  a vdder  use  of  the  Headth  Services  by  the 
personal  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  Health 
Visitors,  School  Teachers  and  others.  Posters  are 
exliibited  at  the  To'wn  Hall,  Welfare  Centre,  Clinics, 
and  in  the  Schools,  A series  of  lectures  on  Clean  Pood 
were  given  by  the  Medical.  Officer  of  Health,  •the 
Saeiitary  Inspecrcor  and  Lecturers  from  the  County  Council 
for  Health  Education.  These  ’;vcre  well  attended,

The  Accrington  District  Gas  and  Water  Board  \mdcrtake 
this  service  and  malce  the  necessary  tests  of  the  quality 
of  the  water.  The  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient  as 
every  house  is  served,  no  extension  of  piped  supplies 
has  been  required. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors 
and  Great  Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  extends  to 
all  premises  save  a few  isolated  farms.  Periodical 
testing  and  flushing  was  carried  out. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department 
of  the  Local  *-i.uthority.

The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  crea  was  administered 
by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Count3’-  Council  in 
association  and  one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is 
only  i-  few  yards  outside  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  District. 
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Tills  Dispensary  is  constantly  open  with  a full 
clerical  and  health  visiting  staff,  One  consultant  and 
one  other  Tuberculosis  Officer  attend  several  times  a 
Y/cek  to  see  patients  recommended  for  consultation  by 
local  practitioners  or  cases  found  by  the  Medical 
Officers  in  coxorse  of  routine  v^ork  in  schools,  ante- 
natal or  welfare  clinics.
